Harold Ramond, French 
actor—Miss Velez wrote a dram atic final chapter to her life in these 
words: 
“May God forgive you and forgive me too, but I prefer to take my 
life away and our baby's before I bring him with shame or kill him.

If you are caught with "soft** 
corn, due to a sudden freeze be­ 
fore your com m atures—remem­ 
ber you still have feed. It makes 
a good fattening feed for steers, 
calves, feeder pigs, and lambs.

Experiment Station, based upon the first year’s 
feeding trials, wherein cattle, hogs and lambs fed 
soft com were compared with others fed sound corn 
of No. 3 market grade. The soft com was bought 
at 50 cents a hundredweight—the No. 3 com at 
75 cents a bushel. 
No preparation was given to this soft com. It 
was stored in uncovered piles on the ground, and 
fed field run—soft, moldy, rotten, husk-covered 
ears just as they came. 
Yearling steers were fed for 150 days, calves 1% 
days, pigs from 87 to 118 days, lambs 90 day*. 
In A LL cases the return was greater from the lots 
receiving the soft corn, due to the price at which the 
corn u«os purchased. 
The gains of both cattle and pigs on soft com, 
compared to those on hard com, were reduced after 
tl>e beginning of warmer weather in April. It ie 
advisable to feed your soft com early. 
In figures, the soft com had the following approx­ 
imate values when compared with the price of No. 3 
ear com in the rations fed:

But not so in th* rest of the 
world. 
The problem of reconstruction 
will be enormously complicated by 
these grim condition*. 
It can perhaps beat be illus­ 
trated by the situation in tuber­ 
culosis. For 75 years there has 
been a worldwide decline in inci­ 
te nee of tuberculosis, accelerated 
immensely, especially in this coun­ 
try , during the last three decades 
by deliberate planning and cam ­ 
paigning 
Effect of War 
In 1939 when the war started in 
Europe the m ortality from tuber­ 
culosis in the United States was 
47. In 1943 it was 42. Canada's ex­ 
perience has been about the same. 
In England and Wales the rate 
rose during the first years of w ar 
from 62 to 69, but from 1941 it 
has again declined. 
In countries where the ravages 
of war have been an immediate 
experience, however, the story it 
entirely different. Statistics are 
naturally spotty, but we have 
some reliable ones. In Paris the 
tuberculosis m ortality rate rose 
IO per cent during the first six 
months of 1941, over 1939. Among 
children the rate has increased 30 
per cen t 
In Holland and Belgium the in­ 
crease is 50 per cent ainee the be­ 
ginning of the war. In Germany 
from 1939 to 1942 the increase is 
24 per c e n t In Rome 3,450 per­ 
sons died from tuberculosis in the 
first half of 1944 compared to an 
annua! average pre-war m ortal­ 
ity of ,1,200. 


Reports on Japan 
Japan has always been a gen­ 
eration behind western countries 
in tuberculosis control. For two 
decades prior to Pearl Harbor the 
rate was about 200 per 100,000 
population. Exact figures are not 
available, but scattered report* 
indicate a m ajor upswing in inci­ 
dence. 


The causes for thew conditions 
are not difficult to determine-— 
break up of Public Health service, 
crowded 
and 
uncertain 
living 
quarters, and lack of food. But 
the situation indicates the neces­ 
sity for eternal vigilance. Our 
ereiny it scotched not killed. It 
awaits, e \e r ready to renew its 
depredations at the slightest op­ 
portunity. 
There is another lesion, which 
is that to preserve our own gains 
we must not let any refugee or 
im m igrant 
enter 
our 
country 
without an extra careful exam i­ 
nation as to the possibility of bis 
being a tuberculosis carrier. 


Indicator of Conditions 


Tuberculosis, as I said, ta m ere­ 
ly an indicator of general health 
conditions abroad. I was talking 
to a doctor recently returned from 
China. He showed me some pic­ 
tures of little children with n utri­ 
tional dropsy — their legs and 
bellies and faces all swollen. 
This is an old story of w ar and 
famine. American scientists, Dr. 
liideon Wells and Roger Perkins, 
studied 
post 
w ar 
nutritional 
edema in Rum ania in 1918, as did 
Dr. A. J. Carlson in Russia. Their 
first theories were th a t the condi­ 
tion was due to lack of vitamin A 
in the diet. But this was disproved 
when 
Emma Kohmann showed 
th a t the real cause was lack of 
protein in the diet—meat, eggs, 
milk, it rapidly clears up when 
these foods are given—in fact 
when any kind of a complete and 
balanced diet is furnished. 
The burden of rehabilitation of 
these stricken peoples must fall 
upon our magnanim ous and great 
hearted country. Since we have 
really improved our health record 
on rationing it may be supposed 
we can stand the annoyances of it 
for a few years more. Certainly 
we cannot let the little children 
in foreign countries suffer in or­ 
der to provide m idnight lunches 
for ourselves.
